JEarlier Friday the New Or- 
leans States-Iterh said in a co- 
pyright story that Garrison 
“will seek to show” that Lee 
Harvey Oswald was an under- 
cover agent who aided the cause 
of anti-Castro Cubans here.

alone in the assassination, de- 
picted him as a confused, Com- 
munist-oriented young man who 
was driven to kill President 
Kenned y by a deep * need for 
public recognition.
